Releases Results of 
Aptitude Tests 

The Psychology Department of 
M. W. C. has been conducting a 
series of aptitude tests on a cross- 
section of the student body. 

Professor Odd of the Department 
has just released the department's 
findings on the results of aptitude 
tests designed to determine ability 
to do college level work. Results 
Among Seniors 84% not eligible 
for college. The Junior Class— 
83% unable to do college work 
Sophomore class — 30% not fit to 
do college work. Freshman class 
.001% unable to do college work, 
"This report," says Professor Odd, 
"Shows a marked leveling off.

Psychology Dept. 
Releases Results of 
Aptitude Tests 

The Psychology Department of 
M. W. C. has been conducting a 
series of aptitude tests on a cross 
section of the student body.
